Perhaps the most sensational Incident of this kind in¬

volved Lord Sackville-West. the British minister to the
United States in 18S8. In lotters from naturalized citi¬
zens or on Ills initiative Lord Sackvllle sought to arouse
a political resentment against President Cleveland over
the Canadian fisheries dispute.

Referring to the incident in his annual message, that
year, Mr. Cleveland spoke of the "unpardonable conduct
of the official referred to In his Interference by advice
and counsel with the suffrages of American citizens in
tho very crisis of presidential elections then near at
hand. The offense thus committed was more grave, In¬
volving disastrous possibilities to the good relations of
tho United States and Great Britain, constituting a gross
breach of diplomatic privilege and an Invasion cf the
purely domestic affairs and essential sovereignty of the
government to which the envoy was accredited."
The most recent case of a foreign dlplom'at receiving

his passports as the result of his own actions, involved
the Spanish minister, DuPuy do Lome, who. In 1S98,
wrote disrespectfully of President McKlnlcy.

The loss of a million and half lives may not be suf¬
ficient to appease European houur, but It Is enough to
disgrace modern civilization.

THE AUSTRIAN CRISIS.
It. AS seems to be the case, the Austrian ambassador,

Count Dumba, was ordered by his government to fo¬
ment strikes and tie-ups in our Industries, tho case Is

more sorlous than If he had done this on his own initia¬
tive.
For in the latter ca6e Ills government might disavow

his act, recall the ambassador, and the Incident would be
closed.
But If the issuo Is between us and the Austrian gov-

ernment's deliberate policy, It raises tho question as to
whether we can continue to maintain relations, in do-
fault of an apology and promlso to do better, with a gov¬
ernment which makes no ambassador Into a labor cpy
and "agent provocateur."
An ambassador Is given great privileges.' Ho Is Im-

muno from arrest for any ordinary offonse or even crlmo.
His house is considered a bit of the territory of his coun¬
try set apart from the jurisdiction of the country to
which he is accredited. For all these privileges he must
pay in a scrupulous obedicnce to our laws, abstention
from mixing In our political or industrial affairs. He Is
here on honor. If he abuses these privileges on his own

motion, he may be and should be dismissed, just as the
representatives of such nations as France nnd England!
have been dismissed In the past. If lils government or-

dcrs him to ofTend. ho may bo dismissed Just tho same,
and the government made to apologize on penalty of sev¬
erance of relations.
